4 COURTEOUS PROCEEDING. 

The Captain lifted his hat and held it in 
his right hand in the position vrescried by 
duel etiquet. Ready, Monsieur le Comte,“ 
said he, whereupon the Count raised his hat 
in a similar manner and drawing

advice. Hardy bad the first word 
been uttered when the report of his pistol 
sounded through the quiet morning air. A 
glance at the Marquis showed that he was 
uninjured. One could fancy Mu. Dreyfus gave 
a hurried start as he saw his aim had missed, 
and as he also saw his enemy’s arm rising 
slowly to the deadly horizonal. As the word 
“two” sounded the Marquis touched the 
hair trigger and a leaden bullet twelve 
millimeters im diameter sped straight 
towards the breast of bis ad- 
versary, but ais adversary’s arm 
meantime having falien received the ball 
which would otherwise have penetrated to 
some vital organ. Even at the distance 
where I stood one could easily see the shock 
caused by the impact of the bullet. “I am 
hit.“ called M. Dreyfus as his seconds came 
runping towards him. With that he threw 
his pistol to the ground and walaed towards 
the cottage, where the doctors promptly did 
their work. I saw them both after it was 
over and received their assurance that the 
wound, While painful, would not prove seri- 


ous. 
IT MIGHT HAVE BEEN WORSE. 


Both doctors said that but for the inter- 
vening arm the worst might easily have hap- 
pened. While all this was going on I stood a 
few dozen yards away, watching every 
detail, and from time to time tak 
ing jinstantaneous photos with the aid 
of a detective camera stowed be- 
neath my waistcoat. Ten minutes after 
the duel was over the whole party was on its 
way back to the station, where telegrams were 
sent to anxious friends in Paris and else- 
where. Amongthose who must have been 
most rejoiced by the news that M. Mores had 
escaped uninjured was the young Marquise, 
formerly Miss Hoffman of New York,- who 
married the Marquis during his residence in 
the United 8 By the way, she is 
said to de sure a shot as der 
husband. On one occasion she went with 
a hurting party t the Rocky Mountains 
and with der oon hand or rather with her 
own Winchester killed three grizzly bears. 
More recently while in India with the Mar- 
quis she shot three tigers from the back of 
anelephant As his wife has been ill for 
some weeks the Marquis had to take precau- 
ons to keep her ignorant of the duel. 

During the journey home Capt. Feuillant, 
who is what the French calla vieux loup 
at dueling, telated a number of his expe- 
riences, with sword and . pistol. He 
has fought not less than forty-two 
times, The Comte and he had. a 
friendly argument as to the relative ad- 
vantages of the two weapons, but came to 
no conclusion. Both gentiemen congratu- 
lated the Marquis on the precision of his aim 
and were in their turn complimented by him 
on the admirable manner in which they had 
discharged their duties as seconds. 

M. Dreyfus, tossing about uneasily in his 
bed at Lille, was meantime thanking Provi⸗ 
dence for the inspiration which made him 
lower his arm. 

During the evening the bullet was ex- 
tracted from M. Dreyfus’ arm.

The Editor of the Philadelphia Press

FOUNDERED WITH ALL ON BOARD, 


Supposed Fate of a Steamer Encountered 
by the Brampton in a Recent Storm. 

BaLtimore, Md., Feb. 2.—Capt. Balls of the 
steamer Brampton, from Porman, reports 
that Jan. 28, in latitude 33° 44’ north, longi- 
tude 51° west, while a hurricane pre- 
valled, a steamer was sighted ahead. 
The steamer was a loaded origantine-rigged 
vessel, with lower yard and double topsails 
on the foremast, and had a flush deck aft. 
She was not more than a mile distant when 
the hurricane strengthened. Capt. Balls 
had to attend to nis own vessel, but 
at one time he saw the other one make a 
dive, and her stern rose up until he could see 
ber keel. Just then followed about ten min- 
utes in which Be could see nothing on ac 
count of the gale's fury. When he could 
look the steamer was nowhere to be seen. 
The general impression is that the vessel 
foundered with ail on board.

THE DEAD MAN REGARDED 4S A HERO. 


The nine cars of the special train carrying 
the remains of Bob Gibbons to Calvary Cem- 
etery yesterday, over the Northwestern 
railroad, were filled with comrades und 
friends of the Clan-na-Gael saloonkeeper 
whom Capt. Schuettler had slain in their 
combat to the death. At the cemetery the 
body was placed in the vault, no services be- 
ing held. 

The tumble-down tenement over the saloon 
at No. 139 Erie street, where Gibbons lived 
and died, had been the scene of a wake ail 
Saturday night, but not long after daylight 
crowds began to gather in the streets below, 
and the narrow staircase, uncertain at apy 


time, had ita strength sorely tried by thé 


endless stream of visitors who were coming 
to take their last look at the dead man. The 
lia of the coffin had been remoyed the pre- 
ceding evening, and had not been replaced. 
Gibbons’ face bad settled into repose, and 
looked remarkably lifelike. 

He'was a good man when he was sober,”’ 
was the common remark as his old friends 
stood beside his coffin, ‘“‘ but he was crazy 
when drunk.“ 

Capt. Schuettler’s name was not often 
heard, and then it was often without bitter- 
ness. Sometimes, however, dire threats 
were muttered, but generally the throng 
passed through the rooms and down the 
staircase again without a word. 

The floral offerings were numerous, and 
some of the pieces were elaborate. At the 
head of the casket in the little room was a 
pillow of white roses and smilax, lettered in 
purple flowers with the worde My Hus- 
band.“ There were a number of others: 
A pillow from the children, “Our Papa“; 
a broken column from the dead man’s sister, 
Bob at Rest; ana sickles, pillows, and 
other desigus from Court Hancock, Court 
Lincoln, I. O. F., and other societies and 
friends. 

The funeral was announced for 10:30, but 
it was half an hour later before the police 
took their stand at the foot of the stairway 
and turned the crowd, which continued in an 
unbroken column, from the tenement above. 
The coffin, borne by M. Hogan, J.\O’Toole, T. 
Gleason, F. McOvurt, H. Ganey, P. I. Curry, 
J. Cleary, and E. Murnane, came down the 


staircase. 
ALL, CLAN-NA-GAELS. 

“Weare all Clan-na-Gaels,” laughed one 
ofthem. Be sure to put that down.” But 
other clansmen present were not so jovial.

Two police officers in uniform were detailed 
at the house and came with the procession 
to the church. Their services were reguired 
only while the coffin was being carried into 
the chapel, the crowd at the entrance being 
quite large. It was noticed that the pall- 
bearers, all of whom wore their forester 


regalia until they reached the church, di- 


vested themselves of these emblems before 
entering. Hancock Lodge eis of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Foresters, as might be sup- 
posed. They profess no denominacional re- 
ligion and are distinct and separate from the 
Catholic order of that name. 

Several city detectives who were promi- 
nent in the Cronin case intermingled in the 
crowd and went to the cemetery. Among 
them was Officer John Collins, whom Burke 
remembers partigularly well. These officers 
said that there were half a dozen well-known 
thieves and pickpockets in the crowd, who 
had doubtless been attracted there under the 
impression that they would have an oppor- 
tunity to do some crooked work. The officers 
in citizens’ clothes said they were pressnt to 
watch these gentry and not the triangle 
Irishmen who were following their dead 
comrade to the grave. res 

The procession had arrived too late for the 
remains to be taken into the cathedral, and 
the short funeral service was said in the 
chapel on Chicagoavenue. The great crowd 
before the house on Erie street had followed 
the procession, and the chapel was well 
filied, although not half of the throng at- 
tempted to enter it. f 

THREATS AGAINST CAPT. SCHUETTLER. 

Father Scanlan conducted the services, 
which were exceedingly brief. Then the 
march to the Northwestern depot was taken 
up, the Foresters still acting as the escort, 
with the band in the lead.

Why Certain “ Protected” Gam- 
blers Were Indicted. 


“ BOODLE” NOT DISTRIBUTED. 


An Agent Said to Have Pocketed the 
Money That Was Put Up. 


IT WAS INTENDED FOR JURORS. 


How a Politician Revenged Himself on the 
Administration. 


BEFRIENDING THE “LEGITIMATE” DENS. 


The true inwardness of the proceedings of 
the January grand jury in relation to the 
gamblers is being developed. Some of the 
members of the jury are quite willing to talk. 
Put into shape their stories make an interest- 
ing narrative of intrigne. 

From what some of the jurors say it ap- 


pears that the investigation of the gambling 


business in Chicago was begun by certain 
disreputable members of the January grand 
jury in the first instance in order to furnish 
opportunities tor blackmail to some of the 
baser members. It is said that a South Side 
Democratic grand juror who is something of 
a politician was first approached on the sub- 
ject; that he pretended to acquiesce in tue 
arrangements which the blackmailers had 
made. The plan was to push the mvestiga- 
tion against the gamblers who did not beloug 
to the “* trust’’—that is to say, against those 
who are called legitimate gamblers,’’—to 
bleed them freely, and to let off the gamblers 
of the “trust” for a few thousand dollars. 
QUITE A SUM OF MONEY PUT UP. 

A certain West Side grand juror, so the 
story goes, offered to make all the arrange 
ments with the “trust” and was deputized 
accordingly by those of his companions who 
were party to the scheme, He then, it is as 
serted, opened negotiations with a member 


of the trust,“ who, it is alleged, raised 


$1,000 among the gamblers to be used in in- 
fluencing jurors, promising $2,000 to the 
juror who had first made overtures to him. 

Supplied with the $4,000 the member of the 
“trust,” itis said, invited a dozen grand 
jurors toa champagne supper. Ten of the 
jurors promptly accepted the invitation. 
One man staid away because he had no 
overcoat. The next day the member of the 
„trust“ bought him one for $10. 

The supper cost $80. This is all the mem- 
ber of the gamblers’ trust spent of the 
$4,000 raised for “fixing the grand jury.“ 
The $3,910 be put in his safe. He has kept it 
there. 

The grand jurors who were in the scheme 
were duly apprised of the contributions made 
by the members of the trust“ and no part 
of which they received. They acted accord- 
ingly. The indictment against Hankins is 
cast steel.

He managed, it is said, to protect the 
legitimate gamblers.“ At one of the meet- 
ings of the grand jury it was voted to indict 
one of the “anti-trust”? gamblers, but the 
vote was subsequently reconsidered and 
withdrawn. 

The South Side Democrat, who does not 
like Hankins, was instrumental in securing 
the withdrawal, and he protected the anti- 
trust fellows throughout wulle vigorously 
prosecuting the protected Cregier gamblers. 

THEIR DEEP GRATITUDE, 

The legitimate gamblers” did not put up 
a dollar. The trust gamdlets put up $4,000, 
but not a dollar of it was used for their ben- 
efit. The day of reckoning came when the 
„ trust“ gamblers were indicted and the 
“legitimates”’ were allowed to escape. That 
one Democratic juror brought about the 
change, without fee or reward, in order to 
get even with Cregier and the City Adminis- 
tration generally.

YERKES’ NEW TUNNEL TO BE PUSHED. 


The Contract Goes to Fitz-Simons & Con- 
nell— Work to Begin at Once. 

The contract has been let for the construction 
of Yerkes’ new tunnel under the river from Mar- 
ket street to Clinton street. It goes to Fitz- 
Simons & Connell, who agree to do the work for 
$750.000, and they say it is one of the biggest un- 
dertakings in the interest of rapid transit they 
bave ever taken a contract for. The contractors 
are to be responsible for the safety of all build- 
mes that may be over or adjoining the tunnei, 
for it 1s to pass under several of them. To avoid 
any complicauons arising from damage suits, 
however, the West Chicago Tunnel company bas 
purchased all the property that can be affected 
by it, including what is necessary for the ap- 
proaches. 

When the tunnel is completed it is intended to 
use it for all West Division cars whose Western 
termini are south of Madison street, thus re- 


being the bridges to a great extent. Oniy 


enough cars wil] be run over the bridges to pre- 
ses. The motive power of the 
cars running through the tunnel bas not yet 
been definitely decided on, nor has the new loor 
that will have to be constructed. It will have 
to be south of Monroe street, on account of the 
North Side loop, and will probably be on Adams 
ano Van Buren streets, passing from one to the 
other on some convenient street. 

The tunnel itself will run from Franklin street, 
between Jackson and Van Buren, to 
Clinton street, and the water in the river 
will be seventeen feet deep above the top 
of it. It is to be 1,513 feet long, B® feet 
wide, and 15 feet 9 inches high above the tracks. 
There will be an open approach from Franklin 
street 277 feet long, 9% feet of which will be 
under a seven-story and basement building. Of 
the tunnel proper 48 feet will be under the build- 
ing. and at its lowest point will be 52 feet be- 
low the grade of the street. It will pass under 
the railroad tracks east of Canal streetand then 
under a six-story and basement building. 

The contractors in the construction ot the tun- 
nel must not in any way block the railroad 
tracks or interfere with the running of trains. It 
cannot be definitely stated when the work will 
be done. It is required that it shall be done 
within four years from the passage of the West 
Side cable ordinance, which ordinance had a 
proviso in it requiring its construction. Owing 

To the fact that it will have to be extraordinarily 
substantial to support the puildings above it it 
will take some time, but not all that is given by 
the ordinance. Work will be begun as soon as 
possible. ‘ 

The contract was at first reported to have 
been lei for $1,500,000. Gen. Fitz-Simons said he 
had the contract all right, but that these terms 
Were a little exaggerated. 

“T think the $1,500,000 must refer to the entire 
cost,” he said, ä the cost of property 
that had to be bought. understand that the 
property cost in the vicinity of a million. Our 
contract is for $750,000, but we have nothing to 
do with laying the tracks. I should imagine 
that the $1,500,000 would be a close estimate on 
the entire cost.“ 

“When will the work be begun?” 

“Tomorrow, perbaps. Certainly within a day 
or two.” 

“When are you required to be through? 

“Our work must be done by Feb. 1, 1892, just 
two years from the awarding of the contract. 
We wili probably be through before that, but 
hot much, for it is a big job. Of course it will 
take some time after we get through to finish the 
tunnel so that it can be used. It will have to be

CLERKS NOT KEPT FROM JURIES. 


Charles L. Willeughby’s Emphatic Denial 
of Gruntvig Ballin’s Charges. 

“It is a malicious, revengeful lie, said Charles 
L. Willoughby yesterday, referring to a state- 
ment made by Gruntvig Baliin in an affidavit filed 
in Judge Altgeld's court Saturday. 

The affidavit charged Ernst F. Rennacker, 
manager of Willoughby. Hill & Co.’s Blue Island 
avenue branch, with advising the affiant, Ballin, 
to avoid jury service, when summoaed for the 
November term, by wrapping a piece of red flan- 
nel around his neck and pleading sickness. Inci- 
dentally the affidavit stated that Mr. Willoughby 
had suggested to Rennacker the idea of Ballin 
feigning illness. 

“ Owing to our handy location at Clark and 
Madison streets.“ said Mr. abe ge ang + the 
bailiffs of the various courts are in the habit of 
coming almost daily to our store for jurors. We 
have never objected to this tax on our force, put 
on the contrary have tried to show ourselves 

citizens by aiding the courts in two ways. 
rst, we bave pointed out good men for the 
bailiffs to summon, refiecting that the chances of 
life might sometimes throw one of us ihto a posi- 
tion where we would want a goodjury. In the 
second place, we established twenty years ago a 
rule which would make it no hardship for our 
men to serve, and therefore leave them no inter- 
est in shirking service. This rvie provides for 
the full payment of their salary while in court, 
just as if we had received the full benefit of their 
time. But, as we are running a business house 
and not a charitable institution, we require that 
employés who thus draw their salary 
shail turn Over to us their certificates for pay as 
jurors. In cases in which the 1 pay amounts 
to more than the salary we let a man take his 
choice. We also require that a man who is doing 
jury service shall work for us during such hours 
of the regular working day as he may not be 
needed in court. 

“ We believe these requirements to be more 
than just to our employés and favorable to the 
good of the jury system. 

“ Now. this man Ballin, whom I never saw but 
once and wouldn't know again if I should see 
him, was -summoned as 2 juror for 
the November term of Judge Altgeld's 
court. + As our Blue Island avenue 
branch, where he worked, is governed by 
the same rules as the main store he was, of 
course, told by Mr. Rennacker, the manager, to 
report to the court. His service on the jury 
over, Mr. Rennacker offered him his salary for 
the time he had served, but asked himto turn 
over his certificate for jury 2 y. Ballin declined 
to do this. He claimed both. It seems be had 
worked at the store in the mornings before going 
to court and in the evenings after adjournment, 
But ne had put in no more hours of work a day 
in both store and court than he would have done 
in the store. 

“He came over to see me aboutit. I heard his 
case, and told him our rule of twenty years’ 
Standing. He told me he had been subjected to 
some extra expense as a juryman, such as street- 
car fare and lunches. I told him to make out a 
bill for such expenses and I would give him an 
order on Mr. Rennacker for the amount. He 
made out a bill for $3.70, and I wrote the order. 

Then he pulled his jury certificate out of his 
pocket and, shaking it in my face in a theatrical 
manner, eXciaimed: 

“* Will you take this jury certificate from me?’

Last Tuesday the Council an ordinance 
allowing fighting before chartered clubs except 
Sundays, but the Mayor held the law over until 
Monday before signing it, and that allowed the 
Kilrain affair to come off. 

About 1,500 persons assembled this afternoon 
in a large wooden structure at the west end of 
Lake Pontchartrain, five miles from the city, to 
witness the contest.

The stage was built of 
inch pine planks, five feet from the ground, with 
six-foot stakes and three lines of ropes. 

It was 4:10 o*clock when Kilrain appeared, 
wrapped in a white blanket. He looked fine and 
healty and wore a careless air as if the work 
ahead was of little consequence. Although a 
trifle stout his skin was clear, and his powerful 
back and shoulders showed up splendidly. His 
weight before the fight was 207 pounds, His 
tights were white with a black and white belt, 
and his slippers were dark brown. His seconds 
were William Muldoon, the famous wrestler, and 
Doc Adler, a Baltimore friend, 

Six minutes later r appearance was 
greeted with a cheer. aqguejin is a six-footer 
ard weighed 199 pounds. He wore black shoes, 
brown tights, and a red sash. His seconds were 
Mike Cleary and Jim Sweeney. 

There was not much trouble in selecting a 
referee. Pat Kendrick was chosen and John 
O’Neil and John L. Duffy were named time-keep- 
ers. There was little further delay. The gioves 
were chosen and donned. They were called 
four ounce gloves but looked a little less than 
three. The crowd showed enthusiasm when 
Vaquelin went over and shook hands with Kil- 
rain in the  latter’s corner to show 
that it a friendly meeting. Later 
on principals and seconds met in the 
center and clasped bands, and then the decks 
were cleared for action. Muldoon made a littie 
speech sayi1g it was a gathering on a Sunday 
afternoon to witness a giove contest, and boped 
the crowd would not forget it and think it had 
come to a prize fightin the country. It was a 
contest for the display ot skull, strength, and en- 
durance, and not a fight. Both sides had agreed 
to abide by the referee’s decision, and the crowd 
should do the same. 

Then Muldoon stepped back into the corner, 
at 3:49 the referee called time, the men sprang 
iughtly forward, and the fight commenced. 

Urain immediately backed’ Vaquelin into a 
corner of the ring and there the whole battle was 
fought. After a little feinting, Kilrain swans 
his right into Vaquelin's neck and then clinche 
him, delivering anumber of short arm blows, 
with his right. upon Vaquelin's neck and chest. 
They were separated“and Kilrain then feinted 
with his right and landed a heavy one in the pit 
of Vaquelin's stomach. This was repeated, when 
Vaquelin led out with his right with some fero- 
ciousness at Kilrain's jaw, but failed to land. A 
little by-play by Kilrain and a useless feint by 
Vaquelm was followed by the Baltimore man 
shoving his left into Vaquelin’s short ribs, and 
time was called. 

Second Round—Kilrain again backed Vaquelin 
into the corner; then be opened hostilities in 
earnest. He iunged his right on Vaquelia's left 
ear and followed it up with his left on bis op- 
ponent’s neck, which brought the Crescent 
City citizen to his knees, aquelin jumped up 
and Kilrain went for him. By a _right- 
hander on the neck he again brought Vaqueiin 
to his knees, and when he arose rushed for him 
and nearly knocked him through the ropes. Va- 
quelin looked groggy, but he was me. Step- 
ping forward he was clinched d lrain, who 
played on his face at half-arm. e separation 
was followed by a left-hander on Vaquelin’s 
chest and a swinging right on his jaw. 

Third Rou.d—Kilrain immediately rushed the 
fight. He caught Vaquelin’s hesd with his 
left and pattea him with his right, then sepa- 
rating he landed his left in Vaquelin's stom- 
ach. Another stomach biow was succeeded py 
a full-arm swing with the right on Vaquelin’s 
left jaw, which was heard all over the place. 
Vaquelin would probably have fallen had not 
Kilrain clinched him, at the same time doing 
some short-arm work on Vaquelin’s left face 
and neck. Kilrain followed wp with a left 
in the ear, and then a right-hander on the jaw. 
He planted his left in Vaquelin’s face, and re- 
peated the hammering on his jaw with his right, 
when Vaquelin closed with him to avoid the 
swinging biows. When parted Kilrain 
placed another right-hander on Vaquelin's 
left ear, followed it u with a left 
in the neck, and brought the Louisianian to his 
knee once more. Vaquelin got to bis feet and 
rushed at Kilrain, but was stopped with a belly 
blow from Kilrain’s left and received one on his 
left jaw just as time was called. 

After this round Vaquelin beganto take off 
his gloves. and when time was called for the 
fourth round Cleary threw up the sponge. Va- 
quelin after the fight complained that his left 
leg had gotten a cramp ia the third round ana he 
could not stand on it. He said he was unhurt. 
He was punished considerably, being bruised on 
the chest and cheek and cut on the inside of his 
lips. Kilrain was hardly touched, 

The match was for $2.000—%1,500 to the winner 
and $500 to the loser. A match between Cleary 
and Kilrain is now being talked about. 

Mike Donovan remarked that the fight prompted 
him to repeat that Hilrain was the best man 
in the world, but was sick at Richburg. Dono- 
van leaves here tomorrow. Kiirain and Muldoon 
will star through Texas under 3 Green wall, 
the theatrical manager. It is said Kilrain want- 
ed to cali Cleary to account lately at Richburg 
for insults at the Sullivan fight, but Donovan 
and Adler interfered. 


SEEKING BARD FOR COMFORT. 


National League Managers Claim Victory 
by the O’Brien Decision. 

The National League finds comfort and en- 
couragement in the decision of Judge O'Brien. 
Its Law Committee reported that the reserve 
rule has been recognized as legal and binding, 
that the decision was, in fact, a great victory for 
the National League, and urged that an action 
fora permanent injunction against Ward be 
pressed and suits be brought against all other 
reserved players. The report was adopted, ap- 
proved, and its recommendations were an- 
nounced.as the 2 of the organization. 

To any one who has carefully studied Judge 
O’Brien’s opinion such action appears incredibie. 
A second or third reading of the decision will 
cause one to doubt both the honesty 
and sanity of that Law Committee. 
Wherein that ruling furnished either partial vic- 
tory or consolation of any kind to the National 
League is beyond the discernment of an ordi- 
nary mortal. Judge O’Brien decided that the 
plaintiff's construction of the word reserve“ 
was the proper one and held thatthe court had 
the right to grant the restraining order asked for. 
That was as far as he went mm favor of the plain- 
tif. In his review of the case presented he fully 
covered the question of what constitutes a legal 
contract, and, without affirming anything as to 
the merits of the case, cited elementary legal 
797 and precedents that practicaily 

nocked down the reserve rule and knocked out 
the National League contract. 

The two questions which he said must be asked 
to determine the probability of the plaintiff's suc- 
cess in a final suit were: 

Is there such definite contract existing be- 
tween the parties that it can be enforced? 

I sufficiently definite is it entirely consciona- 
ble—wanting neither in fairness nor mutuality?”

John Ward says: They are only bioffing.” 
Probably he is right. If ha is, what is the object 
of making such a bluff. It the men wno make it 
are not crazy they must have some object. 
There have been various surmises and numer- 
ous rumors as to the motive of the magnates in 
announcing the policy declared at their meeting 
last Wednesday. It hus also leaked out that 
they intend to do something to embarrass the 
reserved players. and through them the Play- 
ers’ League. One would hardly believe they 
contemplate any more moves for temporary in- 
junctions, but there is information that that is 
exactiy what they have in view. Some of them 
have expressed opinions that the application for 
a temporary injunction against ard was 
brought too early, there was plenty of time for a 
triul, and the court would naturally so decide. 
Those expressions do ‘not appear significant. 
Of themselves they are not. They only point out 
a mistake. But together with the official dec- 
laration of the organization that it proposes to 
continue a legal fight and information that it has 
a scheme whereby it hopes to tie up mary play- 
ers, they are significant. The mistake pointed 
out will be avoided in future actions. No more 
applications will be made for a temporary in- 
junction until a week or two before the playing 
season opens. Then scores of them will be 
sprung. This will be done in the belief that some 
courts wiil grant the orders asked for because 
there will not be time to go into the merits of the 
cases before the irreparable injury” which will 
be alleged will be realized. It was a beautiful 
scheme, worthy of the men who could see defeat 
for John Ward m Judge O’Brien’s decision. 
Bot, if it ever had a chance of success, 
it has none now that it is exposed. There is not 
an honest Judge in the country who would assist 
in carrying out such a scheme. If the National 
League proposes to seek any more temporary in- 
junctions it will have to go inte court without 
delay or have its applications summarily dis- 
missed if presented later on. In any event, if 
the law and language of Judge O’Brien are not

CHAMPION SKATER OF THE WORLD. 


MoCormick of New Brunswick Takes the 


Title Away from Fanden. 


EAU CLAIRE, Wis., Feb. &—[Special.]—Five 
thousand people on Half Moon Lake this after- 
hoon saw McCormick of New Brunswick win the 
title of champion skater of the world from Axel 
Paulsen, who had held it eight years.

Paulsen didn't start, but McCormick did, and 
greeted the order to come back with a con- 
temptuous remark as he flew the 
judges’ stand. He came back, however, 
when hisimanager, McEvoy, waived the start and 
after a good deal of loud talk between McEvoy 
and Jungen. Paulsen's man In fair start was 
made at 3:55. McCormick gained half a lap in 
the first four and then dogged Pavisen for 
twenty-fivelaps. McCormick completed his first 
five miles in twenty-seven andahalf minutes. 
There was nothing exciting till Paulsen 
completed his twenty-ninth lap. when 
McCormick let himself out. Paulsen seemed to 
be either tired or making little effort, and when 
he had completed his thirtieth lap McCormic 
had gained a quarter of a lap more. Pavise 
spurted a little on the last two laps, but McCor- 
mick increased his lead and slid in nearly one lap, 
or abouta third of a mile, ahead. time was 
47% minutes. Many Norwegians here had bet 
heavily on Paulsen, and , or $3,000 changed 
hands.

A Sewer Two Thousand Tears Old. 

The hitherto known portion of the Cloaca Max- 
ima. one of the oldest preserved Roman works, 
extends from the Forum to the Tiber, a distance 
of 1,740 feet. Where it issues into the river the 
canai is about 15 feet wide and 11 feet high, the 
corresponding dimensions for the other end be- 
ing 7 and 9 feet. The walls are built of huge 
stones over 8 feet long, 3 feet wide, and 2% feet 
thick, no mortar having been u except in one 
portion, where the ground passed through was of 
a swampy nature. According to a German paper 
a tus far unknown continuation of the sewer 
beyond the Forum has been ex and is of 
even more stwking’ dimensions, baving a width 
of over 18 feet and & height of 16% feet. Excava- 
tions have been made exposing this section of the 
work for a length of about 365 feet. The sewer is 
about thirty-six feet below the street level and 
it has been proposed to utilize it for subsoil 
drainage, a purpose which it probably served in 
old Roman times.—Zagineering.

The President also knows that the 
second choice of Senator Farwell would have 
been John Sherman, and that he would have 
had the supportof one Chicago Republican 
daily paper which had simiiar inclinations. 
Gen. Harrison knows that he himseif was the 
second choice of fully thirty Illinols aelegates, 
who represented a large proportion of the 
Republicans of the State, as they felt that 
the candidate shouid come from Indiana, 
Mr. Sherman would have gotten some votes, 
Gen. Alger some, Senator Allison some, 
but Harrison the most, if the Iilinois 
delegation had proceeded to vote for 
second choice after Judge Gresham re- 
guested the withdrawal of his name. 
He also knows that when, after Judge 
Gresham asked that his name be withdrawn, 
the delegation voted to have no second 
choice but stick to him, that three of the 
delegates bolted the caucus and voted for 
Mr. Harrison. The latter also knows that 
Mr. Clark was a “Gresham man,“ but not 


wore on he became more and more enthusi- 
astie for Harrison, and, although he could not 
come home to vote, did what he could for 
him while abroad. So great was his con- 
fidence that Mr. Harrison would be elected 
that in supporting ais opinion it resulted in 
the payment of alarge part of the expenses of 
his trip by Democrats who had a misplaced 
faith in Cleveland's strength at the polis.

JUDGE ALTGELD’S RECKLESS USE OF FIG- 
URES 


There is in the last number of the Forum 
an article by Judge Aiteeid of this city called 
“The Immigraat’s Answer,” wherein he 
seeks to point out many of the things that 
this country owes to the foreigners who have 
sought its shores. No one guestions the in- 
debteduess of this country to Celt and Teuton 
and Norseman, whose strong arms and keen 
wits have done so much for the Republic in 
peace and war. But wnen the Judge, who 
ought deal with figuree with judicial im- 
partiality, and who ought to have a rever- 
ence for facts, says that but for the assist- 
ance of the immigrant the election of Abra- 
ham Lincoln as President of the United 
States would have been an impossibility’ he 
makes a claim he eaunot sustain. 

He says that in $860 the Electoral votes of 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, and 
Ohio, without which he would have been de- 
feated, were given him by the foreign-born 
voters in those States, when in truth he 
should have limited his statement to the 
Protestant foreigners. q He attempts to prove 
bis case thus: 


Iowa had a total population of 674,913. Of these 
106.977, or about One-sixih, were foreign-born, and 
nearly all were Germans and Se inavians. 
“who tos man votea the Repuolicaa ticket. (“ 
The total vote for President cast in Iowa in 1860 
Was 128,381, of which Lincoln received 70,409, giv- 
me him s plurality over Douglas of 15,298. If 
Simply the actual foreign-born vote would have 
been left outit would have amounted to one- 
’ sixth of the whole, or 21,888. These would near- 
ly all have been taken from Lincoln's vote, 
which would thus be reduced to less than 50,000, 
leaving to Douglas a plurality of over 5,000. 


Now fcr the cold facts. The total number 
of persons of German, Norwegian, Swedish, 
Danish, and Swiss birth in Iowa in 1860 was 
48,888. The Swiss are counted as Germans, 
though some are French and some Italian 
speaking. It is, therefore, a gross error to 
say that “nearly all” the foreign-born resi- 
dents of Iowa were Germans and Scandi- 
navians. Not half were. There were 28,072 
Irish, 11,822 Engiish, and 8.318 from the 
Canadian Provinces. The Irish, which nearly 
equaied the German vote, was solidly Demo- 
| cratic. Of the Germans the Protestants 
were mostly all Republicans, but those 
who were Roman Catholics remained 
Democratic in lowa as in Uunois, 
Ohio, and all other States. The 
Protestant Germans, influenced to a certain 
extent by leaders who had striven for the 
liberty of Germany in 1848, became Republic- 
ans when they saw the Democrats were a 
siavery-extension party. The Roman Catho- 
hics, disiixing among other things the free- 
school policy of the Republicans, remained 
with the Democrats. Of those Englishmen 
and Canadisns who became naturalized a 
large proportion were Democrats. It is 
more than doubtful, therefore, whether Mr. 
Lincoin gota majority of tae foreign-born 
vote in Iowa. It is nonsense to he got 
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an inconsolable one; for as the campaign | 
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the number of forelgu - born citizens who 
voted in lowa in 1860, and extends the error 
blunder of assuming that because those of 
foreign birth constituted a sixth of the total 
popuiation they had also a sixth of the total 
pumber of voters. He did not notice that, 
while there were in the State 164,000 males 
of over 21, only 128,331 votes were cast 
at a most exciting election. Nearly ali the 
25,000 ‘‘ abstainers” were unnaturalized for- 
eigners. He forgot that only citizens of the 
United States can vote in Iowa and that a 
large number of the 106,977 foreign-born resi- 
dents had not been in the country long 
enough to get naturalized. In 1860 lowa had 
84,000 more persons of foreign birth thun in 
1850. Evidently about half of these could 
not bave been naturalized. It is doubtful, 
in view of the fact that the English and Ca- 
nadians are slow to naturalize, if the total 
foreign vote of Iowa exceeded 11,000 in 1860. 

Tnere is the same carelessness with fle- 
ures in speaking of the other States—every- 
where a cutting down of the Irish and a 
magnifying of tne Scandinavian strength. 
He forgot that the great migrawon from 
Sweden and Norway began after 1800. In 
that year there were in this whole country 
only 48,995 persons born in Norway and 18,625 
in Sweden. There were at the same time 
1,611,304 Irish, all Democrats, and 1,301,136 
Germans, of whom almostali the Catholics 
and many of the Protestants were Demo- 
crate. These figures show that it was not 
the foreign vote which elected Mr. Lincoln. 
A large majority of the foreign voters in the 
United States in 1860 were Democrats. In 
the cities of New York nine-tenths of them 
voted for Douglas. All the Irish in Chicago 
and Illinois voted for Douglas, as well as 
nearly all the German Catholics who then 
and ever since have opposed the Republican 


party. :

BREAKING A QUORUM—A COURT DECISION. 
Among common-sense men there is a gen- 
erai agreement if aman is able to at- 
tend the sessions of the body to which he 
belongs and thereby makes a quorum that 
that quorum cannot be broken through his 
refusal to vote, and that a journal which under 
such circumstances says a majority of the 
body is not present tells a lie. i 

Congress is given power by the Constitu- 
tion to compel the attendance of absent 
members. That was in order that a quorum 
might be had. But that grant of power 
would be empty and meaningless were it 
heid that a member iawtuilly arrested 
on the Speaker’s warrant, in Washington or 
away from it, and forcibly brought into the 
hall of the House of Representatives couid, 
by simply refusing to answer to his name, 
be as potent to break a quorum as if he were 
a thousand miles away. The framers of the 
Constitation designed that provision about 
compelling the attendance of members to 
mean something. It would be a barren 
grantif the ruling were sustained that a 
member who will not answer to his name is 
physically present, but must be taken to be 
absent for all legisiative purposes. 

Courts are in the habit of dealing sensibly 
with questions of this character, as is shown 
by a decision of the Supreme Court of In- 
diana which covers the very point involved 


in Reed’s ruling: 


The question was brought before the court in 
the case of the Rushvilie Gas company against 
the City of Rushville. Members of the Council 
of that city refused to vote on à report recom- 
mending the purchase of an electric light plant. 
The meeting at which this report was made was 
attended by all the members of the Common 
Council and all who voted in favor of the resolu- 
tion. The question arose on the claim that three 
of the members present declined to vote and the 
resolution was not legally adoptod. 

The court held that if there is a quorum pres- 
ert and a majority of the quorum vote in favor 
of a measure it will prevail, although an equal 
number should refrain from voting. It is not 
the majority of tae whole number of members 
present that is required, All that is requisite is 
a majorit of the number of members required 
to constitute a quorum. It there had been four 
members of the mon Council present, and 
three bad voted for the resolution and one had 
voted against it, or had not voted at all, no one 
could hesitate to affirm that the resolution was 
duly passed, and it can make no difierence 
whether four or six members were present, since 
it is always the vote of the majority of the quo- 
rum that is effective, The mere presence of in- 
active mémbers does not impair the right of the 
majority of the quorum to proceed with the busi- 
ness of the body. If members present desire to 
defeat a measure they Must vote against it, for 
inaction will not accomplish their purpose. 
Their silence is acquiescence rather than oppo- 
sition. Their refusal to vote is, in effect, a deo- 
laration that they consent, that the majority of 
the quorum may act for the boay of which they 
are members. 

It would not benefit the appellant if we should 
hoid that the Counciimen present and not voting 
did, in effect, oppose the resolution, and certaia- 
ly the utmost that can with the faintest tinge of 
poem be claimed is that their votes must 

coun 88 against the resolution. It is in- 
conceivable that their silence should be allotted 
greater force than their active opposition would 
have been entitied to had it been manifested. If 


we should assume that their votes are to be 
counted aBuinst the resolution then the Mayor 
had the casting vote, and he gave it in favor of 
the measure by declaring the resolution adopted. 
This is expressly decided in Small vs. ne. 
dut we think the law is as stated by Wilcock and 

that the members 1 and not voting as- 
sented to the adoption of the resolution. 


Silence gives assent.” The presence of 
Messrs. Springer, Carlisle, Byuum, Crisp, 
Breckinridge, ete., on the floor of the House, 
coupied with their failure w vote tor or 
against the approval of the journal or some 
similar moon, may be taken as indicating 
that they were in fayor of it, but did not 
take the troubie to vote because the majority 
was already large enough, or that they did not 
care whether it carried or not, and left the 
decision to others.

GRAND JURY DETERIORATION. 

Since the Democrats obtained control in 
the County Board last fall the character of 
the regular grand jurors has steadily de- 
teriorated. The number of groggery-keep- 
ers, ward-workers, toughs, and professional 
strikers among the chosen twenty-three has 
gone on increasing from month to month. 
The grand juries as a whole cannot be relied 
on to make earnest, honest investigations into 
municipal abuses or into serious offenses 
where fachonal or politcal feeling of any 
kind is concerned. This state of affairs leads 
to repeated demands for special grand juries, 
tne calling of which always involves large 
expense and the sessions of which overtax 
the time and the energy of the State’s At- 
torney. It is currently rumored that the 
January grand jury had sufficient evidence 
before it to indict at least a score of other 
leading gamblers, the owners of the houses 
in which gambling was permitted, and some 
of the police officers specially appointed to 
look after gambling. But the facts and the 
evidence pertaining to those cases were ig- 
nored, and, it is said, for reasons which wil 
not bear investigation. The moral indict- 
ment against Cregier would have been con- 
verted into a more tangible one, too, but for 
sinister influences, it is intimated. The cbar- 
acter of the jury warrants suspicion. Three 
members are barkespers; one is a sport- 
ing’’ man; six are ward politicians; four 
have no visible means of support. There 
were not half @ dozen reputable business- 
men among the twenty-three. A majority 
were of the free-and-easy conscience class. 
Better things, it may be added, need 
not be expected from the February 
grand jury. Of this body five are 
groggery-keepers, one is an ex-saloon- 
keeper. Four or five are of the professional 
politician class, and an equal number are 
without visibie means of support. No hon- 
est reformatory work can be expected from 
such a body. The gamblers will be able to 
control it. So wul the municipal corruption- 
ists and lobbyists, if they find it necessary. 
The grand juries now drawn are really no 
better than those drawn by tne Van felt 
Klehm-Buck McCarthy board. Good citizens 
have occasion to regret the defeat of the

HOW TO CONVERT THE BELLAMYITES., 

Many centuries ago the people of China 
succeeded in lifting themselves out of a state 
of barbarism. They became settied cultiva- 
tors of the soll Instead of nomads. They es- 
tablished a stable government. They en- 
acted laws. They invented an ideagraph 
system of writing. One would bave believed 
that. having so good a foundation they 
would have gone on and built on it a civiliza- 
won akin to that of the nations of Europe. 
But from some unknown cause their prog- 
ress was arrested and. they became 
petrified. They. concluded that they had 
reached verfé¢tion and decided to stop 
where they were, as what they did not kaow 
was not worth knowing. Therefore they 
are today what they were in the time of Con- 
fucius, nearly thirty centuries ago. They 
are better off in property than savage tribes, 
who have saved absolutely nothing, but are 
ever on the verge of starvation. They 
have made so =\Iiittle progress that 
consumpton is ever close on the heels of 
production. They have no surpluses at the 
end of each year; no increased wage fund; 
no “organized capital” interferes with 
labor. Result, universal impecuniosity. 
Owing to their lack of labor-saving 
transportation facilities, what food surplus 
they may have in one place cannot be 
made available in another where it is most 
needed; and tens of thousands of people may 
be dying of hunger in one proviace, while in 
another, 200 miles away, there is for that 
season an excess of breadstuffs. Yet China 
is the country towards which some dreamers 
of the Bellamy sort, who were never there 
and never read what goes on there, are 
looking longingly. They sympathize with 
those conservative Chinamen who are fight- 
ing the building of railways, and cotton 
facwries, and iron and steel works, and 
they say that the introduction of labor- 
saving machinery among tie Celestiais 
would result in their ruin by leaving 
millions without employment. It is a 
pity that these cranks could not, still pre- 
serving their self-consciousness, be changed 
into Chinamen for a few months. Their 
conversion would be quick and thorough. 


SHOOTING WITHOUT CAUSE. 

The case of Minnie Drath, recently ar- 
rested at Troy, N. Y., for shooting Edwin 
Firth, is one of a class which is becoming al- 
together too common and which ought to be 
discouraged by severe penalties. The woman 
in the case belongs to this city ana followed 
Firth to Troy for the purpose of shooting 
him because he had seduced and abandoned 
her. This is the cause as alleged by the 
would-be murderess. How groundless, how- 
ever, the cause is is set forth in her own 
statement after arrest. By her own confes- 
sion she is a married woman who perjured 
herself to obtain a divorce from her husband 
that she might marry Firth, whois a mar- 
ried man and the father of married children. 
Having secured her divorce she thereupon 
demanded that Firth sbould also obtain 
one and marry her forthwith. When 
he failed to do this she followed 
him to Troy and shot him, and 
now she poses before the community as 
the victim of seduction, whose wrongs could 
Only be righted by the death of the alleged 
seducer, and calls upon people to sympathize 
with her and condone her murderous pur- 
pose. Undoubtedly there are maudiin, mor- 
bid persons who will do so because she is a 
woman, just as there were not wanting nu- 
merous persons who sympathized with tne 
late Mrs. Southworth after her murder of 
Pettus, and who are quick to take the side of 
any other woman of the same kind whose 
alleged wrongs are simply ridicuious. 

A similar case, though having a different 
outcome, occurred the other day in New 
York, when a woman who had secured a di- 
vorce from her husband without cause and 
purely for the purpose of marrying a man 
who had engaged to getadivorce from his 
wife prought a breach of promise suit against 
him because he failed to do so, and actually 
secured a verdict of damages from a jury, 
every man of whom should have been sent 
je some asylum for mental and moral treat- 
ment. The verdict was stigmatized by Col. 
Ingersoll, who represented the defendant, as 


‘victim inflict upon his. The only violation 
of honor is the deception she practided upon 
her husband and the deception she sought 
to have her victim practice upon his wife. 
It is a little too much for human patience 
that women of this sort should appeal to the 


sympathies of the community, whining about 


seduction and grieving about damiaged affec- 
tions and lost honor. It is @ catieature upon 
justice that such women should be suffered 
to travel about with pistols and use them to 
enforce corrupt and degrading contracts 
which are bot valid under any law and 
which are disgusting and demoralizing to 
the community. It ia time that these women 
should be made to pay the penalty of their 
crimes in a summary manner in the interest 
of public morals. 


CHICAGO CHECKMATES NEW YORK’S MOVE. 

Tue action of the World’s Fair Executive 
Committee of this city Wednesdayin decid- 
ing to raise the Chicago cusranty fund to 
$10,000,000 by the issuance of , 000, 000 in 
bonds places it on nearly an equal footing 
with New York, even if the House bill giving 
that place authority to bond itself for $10,000,- 
000 and tne money to be expéndeda by Tam- 
many should pass. 

Supposing that the New York House bill 
passes—amended or not—it is then for Con- 
gress, if it looks at the money question only 
tor on the merits of the case it is admitted 
that Chicago is the proper place for the Fair— 
to decide which is the best to accept, the ten 
millions of Chicago, which 1s as good as old 
wheat, or tho fifteen milhons of New York, 
two-thirds of which may be tied upin the 
courts beyond the time when the Fair would 
naturally come to a close. Will Congress 
take these ten millions of New York at par, 
when the constitutionality of the law giving 
them is seriously disputed, and when scores 
of property-owners, who believe an attempt 
is being made to confiscate their lots on the 
proposed site for the benefit of a real-estate 
ring, intena to fight the law from the lowest 
to the highest court? When the first attempt 
is made to put the bonds on the market an 
injunction will be asked for, and who can 
tell when the slow processes ot the courts 
will settle the matter? Congress should be 
influenced by no gift of money unless those 
who offer it can show their title clear and 
that they are not trymg a confidence game. 

But supposing there were no legal ques- 
tion to encounter as to the ten millions, how 
would the case stand! Chicago and New 
York would be financial equals, for while 
the gross offer of the latter would be five 
millions the larger, it will absorb of the 
New York fund that muchif not more to 
get its rocky site and put it in shape for the 
erection of the necessary buildings. Out of 
the fifteen million fund must come the cost 
of condemning or leasing many hundreds of 
acres of valuable land containing 2,800 build- 
ing lots—many of them improved. After 
the site has been acquired must be lev- 
eled off by drill, derrick, and dynamite at 
heavy expense. The granit hills must be 
blasted away and the daébris used to fiil up 
the ravines and excavated streete. When 
these costly things have been done and the 
ground is in shape much less than ten mill 
ions will be left to go on with the buildings. 

Chicago does not need to lay out a doliar 
for preparing the site. She has sites which 
she can get for nothing and which do not 
need to be leveled off. Her ten millions is 
good for the putting up of buildings and the 
other expenses of the Exposition. There- 
fore she will lead and not be behind New 
York, even if the latter talks of fifteen milil- 
ions. This being the case there will be no 
pecuniary excuse for Congress giving the 
Fair to a city which has not one preéminent 
thing to recommend it for a location and 
taking it from the heart of the Republic, 
which is the choice of those who will exhibit 
ahd those who will attend, because they can 
reach it with more cheapness and ease, show 
their goods to more customers, and will be 
better cared for at cheaper rates and will be 
more comfortable while here. It will be a 
great mistake if the Fair is not ordered by 
Congress to be held in Chicago. 


Byrxvum of Indiana, who sought to be the 
leader of the nullifying facuon's minority in

BUSRRICANES STILL RAGING, 


Incoming Vessels Report Many Accidents 
' from the Gales on the Atlantic. 

New York, Feb. 2.—[Special.}—When the 
steamer Waesl and. Capt. Grant, arrived from 
Antwerp today she brought with her neither 
the fourth officer nor the quartermaster. 
Both were swept overboard and drowned by 
a huge tidal wave which, at noon Jan. 24, 
broke clear over the vessel. This same great 
wave stove the forward wheelhouse and 
the port hfeboat. The wind was diow⸗- 
ing a hurricane at the time and all 
hope of saving the two men vanished when 
their bodies Were washed over the rail. The 

e continued all that day and on that which 

ollowed. The sea ran fearfuily high and 
the decks of the Waesiand were fiooded. 

Thé British steamer Buffalo, Capt. Malet, 
from Hull, arrived off the bar at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon. Five great ice mountains 
and a large number of smaller berge were 
passed floating amid icelicids. At one time 
tne icefields extended beyond the horizon. 
The vessel at last passed out of tge floes Jan. 
20, having gone through 180 miles of ice in all. 
Three of my men swept overboard and 
lost and two with broken limbs is the record 
in a nutshell of the Voyage,” said Capt. Grov- 
ier of tne steamship Jersey City, which 
reached this evening from Bristol. Since 
Jan. 11 the ship bad been fighting with the 
storms. Fierce gales were encountered the 
second day out, the third and fourth days 
the storm raged with unabated fury, and the 
Jersey City parted with thirty yards of her 
sails. The sailors stuck to their posts. When 
the bridge was destroyed five of the gailant 
fellows rushed through the blinding water 
to get hold of some ropes, but just then the 
vessel lurched, and a mammoth wave broke 
over her, tearing the smokestacks from their 
sockets and carrying three of the seamen 
out of sight forever. They were Boatswain 
Aibert Davis, Alfred Tuplin, and Gustave 
Webber.

The lighter numbers on the program were 
furnished dy Mrs. Abbie Carrington, who 
sang The Old Kentucky Home” with harp 
accompaniment, and Miss Maggie White, a 
talented young violinist, who played Wieni- 
aski’s “ Legend.” 

Judge Cary, in presenting the subject for 
discussion, said: If I should tell you what 
Nationalism is I would relieve the speakers 
of the hardest part of their task. Na 
tionpalism lies in the mind of its pro- 
jectors yet as a dream for the fut 
ure. [I say a dream, but not in 
disparagement of it. For centuries the Mes- 
siah was a dream of the prophets. Liberty, 
the recognized birthright of humanity, was 
long but a dream. Every great reform has 
originated in the land of speculation—has 
been for a time a dream of its projectors.”’ 

Dr. Randall began with the well-known 
Quotation: Gast m thy lot among us, let 
us all have one purse, lest strangers be filed 
with our wealth, and our labor be in the 
house of strangers.” 

NEW INCENTIVES. 

Nationalism.“ he said, presents new 
incentives to the pursuit of happiness. If 
equity and unswerving integrity between 
individuals and between the individual and 
the Government can be guaranteed most 
of the ills of humanity would be cured. Na- 
wuonalism sees that this is possible. The sys- 
tem that overworks the toiler while those 
who control the machinery revel in luxury 
must give way to something better. It is 
the duty of the wise, the religious, the ex- 

rienced to look after and protect the weak. 

e have reached the height of our National 
glory and peace of mind under the present 
system. There is no security, no protection 
for the weak, the unfortunate in this dog- 
eat-dog, cut-throat method of life. Europe 
and the United States in fifty years Rave in- 
creased their wealth three- fold than 
the increase in population, England 
two-fold, France three-fold, ana America 
six-fold. We are growi richer at the rate 
of A. 500.000 a day. But the burden of dept 
is increasing upon the masses idieness, vice, 
and poverty are increasing ali about us. The 
struggie to accumulate divides men. Nauon- 
alism would vest the title to all wealth in 
the National State. It will not be long un- 
til public need will create a public will to 
nationalize all institutions, to secure their 
benefits to a common humanity. It is funda- 
mental with nationalism that wealth, instead 
of being an object of worship, shall be used 
to hallow life itself. 

“ These are the precepts of all ages upon 
the duty of mankind: Love one another as 
one’s self. Act toward one another as you 
would have others act toward vou. Make 
your abilities conduce to the benefit of the 
race. Act together so as to benefit all hu- 
manity. This is Nationalism in a nutshell.“ 

Theodore Gestefeid said the last speaker 
looked upon Nationalism in the light of hu- 
man rights, while he viewed it from the 
standpoiutof human duty. The source of 
his conception was Lincoin’s famous Gettys- 
burg speech. Gestefeld thought the 

rogress of the age Was not upon the lines 

incoln laid down. Piutocracy rules with a 
firmer hand now thar then. 

The next speaker, B. F. Underwood, raised 
a laugh by remarking that he had been sand- 
wiched in on the program between «udaisin 
and Christianity. Rabbi Hirsch, who fol- 
lowed him, got beautifully even by remark- 
ing when his turn came that Mr. Underwood 
was probably sandwiched in “between Jew 
and Christian because he was neither.“ Mr. 
Underwood winced at this thrust, but the 
audience enjoyed it hugely. 

NO FAITH IN ITS REFORMING INFLUENCE. 

Mr. Underwood had not tne faith in the 
regenerating and reforming influence of Gov- 
erament ‘that the previous speakers pro- 
fessed. The less Government we have the 
better. Government is the measure of our 
distance from the ideal State. And us there 
are no perfect men outside of romances and 

irls’ dreams there must always be more or 
ess Government. - But the maximum of 
liberty ana the minimum of restraint 
should be the end of progress. 
The function of the Government is the pro- 
techon of the ple in the exercise of indi- 
viduai rights. o class bas a right to cry out 
to the Government for help. The menufact- 
urers have set the example by doing so, but 
now they tell the poor man that he has no 
right to expect help from the Government. 
Franchises were given to n 
and a protective tariff was to help 
manufacturers, but there was no legislation 
for the poor man, 

Mr. Underwood believed that the com- 
petitive prificiple is absolutely essential to 
our development and progress. Reform of 
abuses cannot be brought about by trans- 
forming our activities into a semi-muilitary 
machine. They could be changed into higher 
conditions only by 1 — and not by 
supernatural conversion. llamy’s theory 
if carried out,. would be the destruction of 
the strength built up by the compettion of 
thousands of years. 

Dr. E. G. Hirsch said that the advantage 
of these theories was to point out imperfeo 
tionsin the system that obtains. it was 
high time the people of this country saw 
their own imperfections. 

“Our country is the greatest on earth, 
says our press, and Chicago is the greatest 
city on earth. It is time we were taught 
the virtue of modesty. This is a comforta- 
ble worid to live in if you have been careful 
in the choice of your fathers or fathers-in- 
law, or for those who by intelligence, craft, 
or circumstance had accumula a nice cap- 
ital to fall back on upon a rainy day. But to 
many millions of people this did not apply. 
Can all the ils that flesh is heir to be cured? 
If so, it will not be by reforming our institu- 
tions but reforming men. No State is better 
than the men that live in it. Bellamy began 
reforming at the wrong end.” 

Dr. Hirsch said that certain classes of en- 
terprises should be nationalized and munici- 
palized. But he did pot like the ideaof having 
a new set of street-car conductors appointed 
every two years through political in floonce.“ 
* Let us sound the call to duty and responsi- 
bility,.“ he concluded, “and in the long run 
many of these evils will be set aright.” 


THE WORLD GROWING BETTER. 


Dr. Thomas said no one can open the pages 
of history without seeing that the world das 
grown tter and is better today than 
ever before. These agitations are a 
form of education. Agitators don’t ai- 
ways get what they expect. It would 
be unfortunate if they did. It points out 
certain forms of unattained good. Society 
isanorganism rather than a mechanism. 
Society as an organism must have time to 
grow. Itis not revolution but growth we 
are looking for. It is now in me right di- 
rection. extravagant dreams of social- 
ism which would destroy individualism will 
never come to pass. 

Dr. Thomas said that he favored the na- 
tionalization or municipalizauon of schools.

A NEW GAME FISH COMING. 


The Sea Trout of Europe to Be Introduced 
into American Waters. 
New York Sun: The fly fishermen of the 


United States have a new pleasure before 


them, A fish not hitherto known in America 
is to be introduced this year, and there is 
every reason to believe that it will thrive 
and multiplyjwonderfully. The fish is the 
European sea trout, salmo trutia, a fish well 
known and abundant in England. While 
the sea trout is a salt-water fish, it inhabits 
land-locked fresh waters and thrives there. 
Of its characteristics as a game fish one writ- 
er, Mr. Pennell, says: 

“There is no fish that swims which will 
rise so boldly at the fly, cr which, when 
hooked, shows for its size such omitabie 

luck, such gallant and determined cout age. 

t isthe most game and mettlesome fish 
known to Europe, or probably to the world.“ 

Davia Foster says aiso that the sea trout 
“exceeds for gameness and pertinacity every 
other British fish.” 

In the summer of 1889 an American angier 
who fishea in Scotch waters for a time wrote 
a letter to Shooting and Fishiag telling what 

reat larks he had had with the sea trout. 

o editor of 1 paper became so much in- 
terested in the fish through this letter that 
he determinéd to import fish to 
this country. Accordingly he arranged 
with United States Fish Commissioner 
McDonald to have a supply of eggs cared 
for at the Craig B Stauon, Me

This was 8 world of work; it was required 
of man by nature and by divine law. Man 
hved in an atmosphere of activity and each 
one should have bis pursuit. 

“It may be,” he said, “that a kind Cre- 
ator would make the world for amusements, 
that at least active pursuits should not begin 
almost with our advent on this earth. Far- 
ents love to see their children at play with 
all cares cast aside, and it might be con- 
jectured that the Creator would hke to see 
His children ut play. He micht have made 
the world a great playground, and what a 
playground it would have made! But He 
didn’t. The world is an amating laboratory 
of all kinds of work.“ 

He held that the man of leisure was out of 
place, and he did not hesitate to say so ia 
strong terms. It was a world of workers. 
not loafers, and Prof. Swing showed his ad- 
miration for the one class and his contempt 
for the other. 

But there should be no slavery,” he con- 
tinued. “Slavery, either white or black, is 
a perversion of the original plan, which was 
to distribute the work equally. The world 
is a great workshop, and men and women are 
merely artisans. We cannon understand the 
reason for it, perhaps, but coming from an 
all-wise Creator there must be some meaning 
for the rule. The activity of mankind must 
be a means of reaching some great end.“ 

But he did not wish to be understood as 
meaning that it was intended all should work 
alike. There were many different kinds of 
work. A great painting was spoken of as a 
great work. He referred brie to Ruskin 
and some of the things he h said about 
art. He had measured it by wor. 

“ We live on action,” he said. “Our ac- 
tions are the yibrauuons of life Whena 
man leaves toil he begins to decline and uat- 
ure warne him that he is no longer wanted 
here. When we try to escape work we ruls 
our own worth. e rippling brook, the 
sweet singing birds, all nature teach us to 
work, that man is put here to work.” 

He did not mean necessarily labor In the 
field. A song, a painting might comprise the 
work, but work we must. hen a man de- 
clined activity he became a mere organism, a 
body composed of certain elements, à creat- 
ure, he was no longer a man. 

Then he took up different kinds of work 
and compared the running of a railway to 
the paintang of a great picture. Hardly a 
morning passed but there was an account of 
the wreck of some train and the loss of some 
lives. This ought to show what patient work 
and what great care were required in runnin 
a railroad-train. It was wonderful to thin 
of the work, the attention vo detail, required 
in running a tram across the continent. It 
was like a picture, in the painting of which 
nothing could be slignted. Ornament could 
not displace power. Everything had to be 
done equally well. The Pullman car might 
be magnificent, with every comfort and 
every beauty imaginable, but it was a small 
matter in the trip. As much attention had 
to be paid to the dirty road ana the rough 
tie. he road that devotes all its attention 
to its cars is not the best road any more than 
the painter who devotes all his attention to 
the central figure. 

He held that this very fact was a reply to 
atheists. If a man had to bring so much 
thought to bear on every detail of his whole 
life how could he believe that chance had so 
much to do with everything before he came 
on earth? And why does not that element of 
chance govern us now! Why do we have to 
devote $0 much thought to our lives and our 
action! 

„New workers,” he declared, are con- 
stantiy required. We need new tes, for 
new phases of life are constantly appearing. 

ere are new poems to be written, new 
work to be done, and we expect and find new 
workers just as we e new harvests, 
There are new things to be taken up.” 
GOSPEL OF LOVE AND HOPE. 

Taking for his cue the discussion about a 
revision of the Presvyterian creed, which 
among other things denounces Roman Cath- 
olios as idolaters, and following close upon 
Judge Moran’s lecture denouncing the Puri- 
tans on behalt of tne Roman Catholics, now 
comes Dr. H. W. Thomas criticising both of 
these churches as antiquated and as glaring 
failures. 

Dr. Thomas is independent of creeds. He 
occupies the enviable position of sitting on 
the fence and being able to throw bricks at 
both sides. On the oue hand he denounces 
the persecuuon practiced by the Uatkholic 
Church. But the burning of Servetus by 
Calvin at Geneva he thinks was as bad as 
the burning of Bruno by the Pope at Rome. 
He denounces in bitter terms the “ horrible 
doctrine of the damnation of infunts” and 
Calvin’s scheme of salvation, by which ail 
the world except the few who believed with 
him were doomed to everlasting torture. 

Dr. Thomas preached an eloquent sermon 
on this subject yesterday. He used these in- 
stances to illustrate the wth of this relig- 
ious feeling in man which, he said, was tead- 
ing him today to discard the idea of external 
authority and feel himself as essentially one 
with God, yet not destroying, but rather res- 
cuing from destruction, the precious truths 
of the Bible as well as of the great thinkers 
of other es. 

For — said Dr. Thomas, “ the 
Catholic Church has kept up its ailiance with 
the temporal powers to support its authority. 
But with all this authority it could not pre- 
s church power 
failed there. And in a similar way the Prot- 
estant churches, with the Bible acceptea as 
the infallible text-book, were unable to agree. 
Each one defined a number of texts that 
seemed to support its theory. In England 
there arose the Dissenters and the iMstab- 
lished Church There were wars and 
troubles in trying to harmonize 
these things, amd they could not 
be harmonized nor could peace come until at 
last there came the larger thought of tolerat- 
ing differences. They could not suppress 
these differences of opinion and sectarianism 
springing up on every side and henve the 
unity of Christendom for which all were 
striving could not be realized. That was the 
pont of the Catholic Church and the Estab- 
lisbed Church ia Eogiand. Tust was what 
Calvin secured in Geneva, and if one did not 
accept it, as Servetus, burn him or get him 
out of the way. th stand as a vast failure 
before the —— in trying to unite and make 
one these testant views. 

„This external authority not only failed to 
unite the Christians but it and was 
failing more and more, to hold the faith of 
the outside masses. It was growing weaker 
every day. If religion was to have an au- 
thoritative place in the world and be a power 
for good there had to be some other cathedral.

At its last meeting the Board of Education 
agreed to ask tne Common Council to appro- 
priate $4,777,403 for we maintenance of 
schools during the next year. This sum is in 
addition to the revenue to be derived from 
the school rentals and the city’s portion of 
the State school tax, which will aggregate 
about $700,000 more, the rental revenue being 
$150,000. The total, therefore, wanted for 
school purposes is $5,477,403. This is more 
thac can be raised by taxation within the 
city for all municipal purposes whasotever. 

It is permissible for the Council to make 
the appropriation asked for by the Board of 
Education. There is practically no limit on 
school expenditures within the city, since 
the Supreme Court held that a tax to main- 
tain schools was not a municipal tax and did 
not therefore fail within the 2 per cent limit- 
tion. Perhaps the only law that now gov- 
erns is that limiting the tax för teaching 
purposes, as in country districts, to 2 per cent 
on the valuation, and — — care

It is but fair to say, however, that of the

About Property and Taxation. 
Curcaco, Jan. 31.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
After reading Jucge Driggs’ speech on “The 
Single Tax at the real-estate banquet in this 
mofning’s TRIBUNE a few thoughts came to me 
which I would like to lay before the readers of 
Tue Tammo Iam the owner of a small por- 
tion of real estate in this city which was given 
by the State of [illinois to the Canal Trustees as 
compensation for a certain work, and, after pass- 
ing through several hands, 1 bought it at a 
greatly advanced price. Now the question with 
meu, “When the State got what it bargained 
for why should it seek to get back the price paid 
for the work done? Or is the State to set us an 
example of dishonesty?’ In order to carry out 
the single tax theory the State should have 
held on to the land in the first place and rented 
it out—then there would have been no injustice. 

Judge Driggs says there is no such — as 
absolute and unqualified ownership of land as 
against the Government. Well, is there such a 
thing as “ absolute and unqualified ownership of 
one's body as against the Government?” Should 
Judge Driggs attempt to commit suicide and 
fail cannot he be punished for the attempt? And 
during the late war did not a great many men 
find out that the Government had a greater claim 
upon them than wife or children, and were tney 
not com @ to goto war against their inclina- 
tion? One would infer from Judge Driggs’ re- 
marks that two-thirds of the amount collected as 
taxes is derived from personal property. I have 
not a school. repert at hand, but am under the 
impression that it is the reverse—that real estate 
pays more that two-thirds of the total tax.

The “Single Tax” Humbug.
